4. Remarks from the Chair 


Dean Valaskakis announced that the University now had a Native Student 
Advisor, Ms. Laverne Gervais, to serve the needs of Native students in all 
faculties. Ms. Gervais’ office was at 2110 Mackay on the premises of Concordia 
Council for First Nations Education. 


Dean Valaskakis noted that she had received a number of complaints regarding 
the noise from the atrium in the new J.W. McConnell Building. She asked 
Council to forward comments regarding the building to Dr. C.L. Bertrand, Vice 
Rector, Services. 


Dean Valaskakis announced that a Memorial Service for Dr. Morris Shames of 
the Department of Psychology would be held on Friday, October 23 at 3:00 p.m. 
in the Loyola Chapel. Dean Valaskakis asked Council members to mention the 
service to colleagues in their departments. 


Dean Valaskakis informed Council that on Referendum Day, October 26th, 
classes would be cancelled at the University prior to 4:00 p.m. and that in classes 
after 4:00 p.m. no mid-terms or exams were to be held. The University would 
open as usual and secretarial and support staff would be permitted leave at 4:00 
p.m.

Professor Brian asked if the University had given any thought to extending the 
drop date for discontinuing a course due to the many closures this term. 
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Dean Valaskakis expressed doubt that this could be managed at this late date but 
said that she would look into the matter. 


Mr. Leonhardt announced to Council that both his wife and son would be 
receiving their Bachelor degrees at the Fall Convocation. 


Dean Valaskakis congratulated the Leonhardts and Council seconded that with a 
round of applause.

Dean Valaskakis asked members to think about this matter for 
discussion and decision at the next meeting of Council. 
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Dr. Pallen suggested that the format be changed and then reviewed. 


Dr. White asked if it was possible to have two sets of minutes of the present 
meeting; one in the usual format and one in the proposed format for Council to 
judge. 


Professor Crysler said that he would like to see the Board of Governors minutes 
to compare. 


Dr. White suggested that as the present meeting would be short, he thought that 
it would be possible to do the two formats. 


Dr. Decarie opposed Dr. White’s proposal as he felt with two sets of minutes for 
the next meeting we would have two debates; one being the idea of whether we 
should abbreviate the minutes and the other being whether it was a good 
condensation of the minutes. 


Mr. Leonhardt noted that with most of the organizations he has served, the 
format of the minutes had always been left to the Secretary.
